LONDON, Dec. 29.—Firing by a 
German officer on an allied automobile 
carrying an American flag was the 
cause of street fighting in Posen last 
Friday, says a dispatch to the Ex- 
change Telegraph from Copenhagen. 
The Germans were defeated in the 
fighting. 

About 138 persons, including a num- 
ber of women and children, were killed 
during the rioting. 

Boche Insult Fag. 

The dispatch says: 

“There was severe fighting between 
the Poles and Germans in Posen Fri- 
day, which resulted in thirty-eight 
women and children and about 100 Ger- 
mans and Polanders being killed. The 
affray originated as a result of a Ger- 
man officer firing on an allied automo- 
bile which was proceeding to War- 
saw carrying the American flag. . 

“The Germans insulted the flag and 
the Polish guard was called out. The 


Germans were defeated. 

“A delegation from the British nie: 
sion to Posen protested to the German 
commander in the town, Gen. Schim- 
melfeng, but the German officer de- 
clared that he had no contgol over the 
soldiers.” 

 Paderewski for President. 

According to dispatches from Danzig 
and Posen coming by way of Berlin 
it is purposed to proclaim a republic 
in Poland, with _ Ignace Jan Paderewski 
as president. 

Paderewski's entry into Posen, says 
the Zeitung am Mittag, resembled a 
triumphal procession. The houses were 
‘lavishly decorated, the members of 
Polish associations lined the streets, 
and the band played Polish airs, which 
the crowds sang with enthusiasm. 
Soldiers carrying rifies marched in the 
procession. 

Report from Warsaw. — 

WARSAW, Dec. 28.—[Delayed]—[By 
the Associated Press.J]—A Polish offi- 
cial report concerning the riot in Posen 
on the arrival of Ignace Jan Paderew- 
ski, who is on his way here, says the 
trouble began when allied and Ameri- 
ean flags were hoisted over the city 
hall.

Scheidemann, Haase 
Outline Hopes for 
a Republic.

PARIS, Dec. 29.—Six Social Demo- 
crats sitting in seats recently vacated 
; by the Prussiari autocracy and Herr 
Liebknecht's red flagged Bolshevistic 
Spartacus club knocking at the door, 
clamoring for possession! That is the 
bewildering spectacle presented in the 
Wilhelmstrasse in Berlin, where only 
a short time ago the kaiser, the Beth- 
mann Hollwegs, the Von Jagows, the 
Zimmermans, the Ludendorffs, and the 
Von Kthimanns strutted about imag- 
ining they had the world in their mili- 
tary pocket. 

During the eight days I was in Ber- 
lin I saw and talked to the leaders of 
this strange new German government 
and afterward, looking back at them 
collectively, was reminded of the lines 
of a song at the Follies Berstre in 
Paris: 

“Where were you yesterda#? 
' And where are you now today? 
And where will you be tomorrow, 
“Leader in Tears, 
5 One of Germany's biggest men wept 
before me, saying: 

“For God’s sake, send.word to the 
United States authorities to send 
troops to Berlin to avert Bolshevistic 
terrorism!” 

A cabinet member, on the other 
hand, pooh-poohed the idea that the 
present government need outside pro- 
tection. 

The conservatives want to make it 
appear that the Socialists are running 
amuck, charging they are opening the

Practically simultan- 
eously, With the signing of the armi- 
stice e German government col- 
lapsed, and Prince Max of Baden, the 
last remnant of royalist officialdom,

hesitation, forming a cabinet com- 
posed of three conservative Socialists 
and three radicals, all the members 
having equAl authority, Ebert retain- 
ing the title of chancellor. *

Upon Russian intervention, M. Pi- 
chon explained, reading from instruc- 
tions issued by Premier Clemenceau 
to the general commanding, that such 
intervention was not offensive for the 
time being, but defensive, in order to 
prevent the Bolsheviki from invading 
Ukraine, the Caucasus, and western 
Siberia. 

In the future an offensive interven- 
tion might be necessary in order to 
destroy Bolshevism. Such an opera- 
tion must be carried out.by Russian 
troops, of which 100,000 were at the 
present time ready at Odessa.

‘Net a soldier or a fort must remain 
on the left bank of the Rhine or in a 
zone forty kilometers from the right 
bank,” he declared. 

Concerning Ruagsia, the speaker said 
he thought intervention necessary, but 
that it should not be purely militaristic. 

“Our allies should contribute to this 
intervention on a larger scale than we,” 
the speaker continued, “ becauge of our 
sacrifices.

Following President Wilson's state-

President Wilson's statement in the 
Guildhall, taken together with the de- 
velopments of the last few days, it 
is asserted in high quarters in Paris, 
will result in a definite and speedy 
disposition of the main points of the 
question of a league of nations. 

Since France has accepted President 
Wilson's principles through M. Pichon, 
and England apparently has done the 
same, the assent of Italy to them was 
declared tonight by some of the Amer-

Eulogy to His Mother. 


“ There has come a change of times 
when laymen like myself are permitted 
to speak in a congregation.

“The feelings exgited in me today 
are really too intimate and too deep to 
permit of public expression. The mem- 
ories that have come of the mother 
‘who was born here are affecting. Her 
quiet character, her sense of duty, and | 
her dislike of ostentation have come 
back to me with increasing force as’ 
these years of duty have accumulated. 

“Yet, perhaps it Ils appropriate that 
in a place of worship I should acknowl. 
edge my indebtedness to her and her 
remarkable father, because, after all, 
what the world now is secking to do 
is to return to the paths of duty, to ' 
turn from the savagery of interests to 
the dignity of the performance of 
right. 

Moral Force of World. 


“I believe as this war has drawn 
nations temporarily together in a com- 
bination of physical force, we shall 
now be drawn together in a combina- 
tion of moral force that is ‘-resistibie. 
It is moral force as much as physical 
force that has defeated the effort to . 
subdue the world. Words have cut 
as deep as swords. 

“The knowledge that wrong has 
been attempted has aroused the na- 
tions. -They have gone out like men 
for a crusade. No other cahse could 
have drawn so many of the nations to- 
gether. They knew an outlaw was 
abroad and that the outlaw purposed 
unspeakable things. 

“It is from quiet places like this 
all over the world that the forces are 
accumulated that presently will over.

Shot at Wounded. 

| Every returning transport brings 
more stories of the habit the Germans 
had of shooting et wounded men and 
‘medical. officers who tried to attend to 
their wounds: Such a story was told 
today by Maj. H. Nelson Jackson, .at- 
tached as a medical officer to the Hlev- 
enth infantry, Seventy-ninth division: 
composed chiefly of Pennsylvania and 
Maryland troops. 

Maj. Jacksori’ went to the aid of a 
‘young infantryman who had fallen in 
front of lines on Sept. 29: The 
doughboy had a wound in. his chest, 
and as the surgeon started to dress the 
wound the German machine gunners 
opened fire on both the medical officer 
and the patient. ‘ 

“ Don’t mind me, major,” the dough- 
boy. urged, “ because I’m all in. Get 
back.” . 

Just then a machine gun bullet 
passed through the wounded soldier's 
brain and another plowed through the 
major's right arm. Leaving the dough- 
boy’s lifeless body, medical officer 
went to the aid of two more wounded 
soldiers, but the Germans again opened 
fire on him and the wounded men and 
he got two more bullets through his 
left arm.

He is a large 
man, with a fringe of blond hair about 
an expansive bald spot, has blue eyes 
and enjoys a paintbrush goatee. He 
impressed me as being enthusiastic, 
sincere and well balanced. 


“U. 8.” Doesn’t Understand. 

“Your people don’t understand the 
full democratic feeling in Germany,” 
Scheidemann said, “They have seen 
so much of the kalser side of the pic- 
ture and heard so much of the So- 
clalists that our democracy has been 
obscured. Socialist movements were 
always associated in your country 
with the red flag and you did hot 
realize German socialism’s potentiality 
in dealing with an autocratic govern- 
ment. I'll not say there is no danger 
of Bolshevism getting a hold in this 
country, but food would alleviate the 
Bolshevist danger. 

“The revolution is readily under- 
stood. Last March Germany believed 
the war was about half’ won and ex- 
pected to conquer France and Italy 
and strike England a very hard blow.

Police Also Charged with 
Favoring Speeders 
with “Influence.” 


Tyoubles in administering exact jus- 
tice\in the Speeders’ court were laid 
at the door of thy Chicago Motor club 
and ‘the police department in state- 
ments made yesterday by Chief Justice 
Harry Olson and Judge Sheridan E. 
Fry, who had charge of the court until 
a few weeks ago. 

“The Speeders’ court had to be res- 
cued from Charles M. Hayes, president 
of the Chicago Motor club; Frank 
Childs, their attorney, and the crowd 
they had working with the city and 


state prosecutors to control the court 
and ‘cake a rubber stamp judge,” said 
Justice Olson. “I sent Fry in there 
to break up such conditions. 

“During the last campaign Hayes 
‘and Childs advertised their influence 
with Michael F. Sullivan, my opponent. 

Sullivan advertised that he had As- 
sistant State’s Attorney Dooley up in 
the court to look after the interests of 
the auto people. The inference was 
there would be no fining of autoists 
if Sullivan was elected.” 

Finds Reform Difficult. 

Judge Fry said trying to reform this 
court was like trying to lift oneself 
by the bootstraps. There was 4 combi- 
» nation working there, he intimated, be- 

tween the motor club, the city prose- 
cutor’s office, and the state’s attorney's 
- office. 

Hayes sent out a letter during the 
campaign urging the election of Sulli- 
van. 

Judge Fry had this recommendation 
for pulling the court out of the swamp:

“There are hundreds and hundreds 


of such cases. 


_ “I have had to fine many men in 
the face of recommendations from the 
state’s attorney and the city prosecu- 


tor for leniency or even discharge.” 
Admits Aid to Sullivan. 


Hayes admitted having espoused the 
candidacy of Sullivan, but said it was 
not because of expected favors for 


autoists in the courts but because Sul-\ 


livan was the only official he could find 
to help him out in curbing the activ- 
ities of speed trapsters in Hazelcrest, 
Bellwood, and other towns. 

“The rich automobile ownerseeking 
to escape payment of a fine when he 
has put human life in danger is the 
last man I am interested in,” he said. 
“We retain Childs to look after the 
interests of our members who are ar- 
rested. We certainly have that right, 
and the records will show that our 
members have been fined liberally. 

“In fact, Judge Fry fined right and 
left, and we have made up our mind 
that unless we can get justice we will 
demand jury trials. We are spending 
thousands in educating motorists to 
care for the safety of pedestrians, and 
we are not criminals merely because 
we happen to own machines. If Judge 
Olson wants to get angry because we 
supported Sullivan, why, he will have 
to remain in that frame of mind.”

The Machinery Movers, though directed to release the ban on 
the job by the Joint Conference Board, of which they are members, 
through the Chicago Building Trades Council, refused to comply 
with the request to submit their difficulty to either the Building 
Trades Council or the Joint Conference Board for settlement. 


_The dispute involves the interest of the innocent owner, and 
seriously jeopardizes the interest of the general contractors who are 
erecting the structure.

Entertains Red Blooded Men. 

“It has always been my contention 
that boxing contests between expert

rough and tumble, barefisted, untrained 
fighters are subjected. 

“Boxing as it has been conducted in 
Cleveland has entertained thousands 
upon thousands of red blooded citi- 
gens during the last three years. The 
fact that the game here has been sub- 
jected to no attacks by the element 
which was formerly of the opinion that 
professional boxing was not a gentle- 
manly sport convinces me that the 
game has proved itself to be the clean, 
refined sport that I have always con- 
tended it is.

As they 
entered the office, two smal! shadows 
darted from a nearby hall. The police 
gave chase, but were eluded. 


Protruding Shoes a Giveaway. 


Returning to search the building, the 
police found two small pairs of shoes 
sticking out from under a desk.

John Fitzpatrick Plans to

The new Independent Labor party of 

Cook county was born yesterday at a 
convention in Musicians’ hall, 175 West 
Washington street. A constitution and 
a platform for the spring elections were 
adopted. Its candidate for mayor will 
be John Fitzpatrick, president of the 
Chicago Federation of Labor. 
The mechanism of the new party is 
similar in many respects to the Social- 
ist organization. Its members must 
pay dues of $4 a year, for which they 
will receive the official organ of the 
party, whose debut was announced yes- 
terday—a weekly to be known as the 
New Majority, 

Its affairs will be administered by 
an executive committee of fifteen. 
Charles Dold, international! 
of the piano workers’ organization and 
former president both of the Chicago 
and Illinois Federations of Labor, was 
named chairman of the committee, and 
John Fitzpatrick and E. N. Nockels, 
secretary of the Chicago federation, 
were named members. The remaining 
thirteen are to be named by a commit- 
tee consisting of Dold, Fitzpatrick, and 
Nockels. 

Convention on Jan. 12. 

Sunday, Jan. 12, the party will hoid 
its nominating convention, when candi- 
dates for all offices to be elected in 
April will be named. Sentiment yes

Butter Icing. 


The question of how much butter 
fer person to use has several serious 
aspects. The high price limits the use 
of butter in many a family. The need 
of Europe is another limiting agent, or 
be, within reason. But before 

deprive ourselves unnecessarily of 
this most vital of foods it is sensible to 
recall that we were urged to go with- 
out butter last winter, although we ulti- 
mately learned that only 1 per cent of 
all the butter in the country could be 
exported, and that too many farmers |. 


and feed difficulties. 

One result of the “go without but- 
ter” propaganda of last winter was 
that enormous quantities of unworthy 
and really unwholesome substitutes 
got into the homes where there were 
children, who above all things need 
butter and gnilk daily. At the height 
of the enthusiasm for substitutes it was 
Ympossible to remonstrate without be- 
ing falsely accused of being unpatri- 
otic, no matter if one did have “inside’”’ 
information that fully justified remon- 
gtrance. 

Of course there are people who are 
extremely wasteful of butter, and they 
are people whom one cannot easily 
reach by lecture or print. I recently 
heard of a case where a woman was 
employed to care for two p2ople, and 


butter. Six pounds ought to have been 
ample and in accordance with whole- 
some thrift, with one pound more per- 
haps for extras. 

A request for a recipe for butter icing 
hhas made it pertinent to consider 
whether we should make such. As a 
holiday measure I think we may. 
Coffee egsence is a favorite flavor for 
butter icing. Stir frequently while cool- 
‘ing. The half cup used for the icing 
may be added to the butter when it is 
lukewarm, beating the two until light 
and smooth. The butter should be thor- 
oughly creamed first. 

This custard may be used hot or cold 
@s a sauce. It may be used with 
spronge cake for a trifle, or with 
whipped crearfi and gelatine for a Bava- 
rian cream, or as a*basis with cream 
for an ice cream, étc.
